not RS Infectious as te believed.

In Its early stages there has been no 
contagion.

STATE HOUSE, 
Boston, Aug. 16,— The board, lie went on, desires the en- 


Every patrolman on the Lowell police 
force has the power to secure the rev- 
ocation of any automobile license on 
his own say-so, William D. Sohicr of 
Beverly, chairman of the state high- 
way commission declared yesterday. 


"The board will never question the 


evidence of a policeman," Mr. Sohier 
said, "in matters of that kind. 
Any 


one of ihem in any city In Massachu- 
setts, if he will say that anybody is 
not a fit person to operate an automo- 
bile, can have that person's license 
suspended 
immediately. 
The 
board 


will conduct an 
investigation after- 


ward and act as the facts warrant— 
but policemen arc responsible officials, 
and their word will 
never 
be ques- 


tioned by the commission." 


Mr. Sohfer made this declaration in 


reply to an assertion by Judge F. B. 
Byram of Attleboro in which the lat- 
ter criticised 
the .manner 
in which 


licenses are granted to operate motor 
cars. 
As the judge's remarks found 


expression through the public prints 
he disagreed with the board in many 
of its methods, being led to intimate 
that any person with (he price could 
Becure a permit 
to run

for this reason 
is absolved from any 


suspicion of spite or bias, which is not 
always the case with private citizens 
who are willing

against neighbors or townsmen. 


Mr. Sohier also said that no public 


officials work 
harder than 
do 
the 


members of the highway commission 
to prevent unlit persons from securing 
license to operate automobiles. 
They 


work to that end with a great deal of 
success also, he says, if one considers 
the number of 
persons 
in the state 


licensed to run cars. 
The- percentage 


of unfit persons granted the privilege 
is almost negligible, he says, but small 
as it is, efforts are being made con- 
stantly to reduce it. Co-operation on

tho Btate. The boat is equipped with 
an anchor, several sets of grappling 
irons, long poles with sharp hooks at- 
tached and a waterscope which Is a 
long pipe to be attached to the boat 
and extending into 
the 
water, en- 


abling a. person in the boat to locate 
a body lying at the bottom. It is pro- 
posed to have the boat mounted on a. 
pair of wheels and always equipped 
for an emergency call in a drowning 
accident when it will he rushed with 
all possible speed to the scene of the 
accident. 


A lungmotor has been recommend- 


ed by the committee and will be re- 
ceived in the near future. New "warn- 
ing" signs aro being placed on the 
posts with each sot of the life-saving 
apparatus already installed about the 
various waterways of the city. 
The 


signs call the public's attention to ar- 
rest and a fine of $20 to be Imposed 
upon any person found tampering with 
any part of the apparatus. It also gives 
notice to call the police

'phone immediately in case of drown- 
ing when the lungmotor and boat will 
he rushed to the spot in response to 
the call.

under consideration, and the rulings 
of theso sessions will affect over 120,- 
000 subordinate bodies as well as the 
perpetuation of the fraternal systems 
of Insurance. 


The National Fraternal Congress has 


stood for adeqnatft rates, a secure basis 
of computation as to tho lowest safe 
rate on which men and ivotnen can 
obtain protection for the home. 


Tho societies in the congress not yet 


adequately rated are aiming to be- 
come so, and they will be encouraged 
to adopt the National Fraternal Con- 
gress rates (which are scientifically 
graded by mortality experience)

that their valuations may meet tho

The near approach of this valuation 
report makes the societies especially 
desirous of convincing tho insurance 
commissioners that full credit should 
be. given for the interest now being 
eirned on Investments.

This subject has 
been discussed for several annual ses- 
sions and the Cleveland congress hopes 
to take the decisive step In this direc- 
tion this year. 
In the United States alone there are 


over nine million fraternaHsts and the 
•amount paid out on fraternal benefits 
in 19LB amounted to $103,508,093. 
It 


is well to remember that this money 
went directly into the homes of thft 
country and filled an economic need. 
Nearly three billion dollars has been 
paid out since the first fraternal bene- 
fit society was organized in this coun- 
try in 1865. 


Women Have a Vote 


There are eight women's fraternal 


societies to meet with the congress 
this year and thai representatives are 
among the foremost fraternalists of 
the country. 
This is one place the 


women have a. vote, no matter in what 
state the congress meets and over 
eight hundred thousand 
women 
are 


represented by their leaders. Since or- 
ganization, these 
women's 
societies 


have paid out $68,4 9 9,101 in benefits. 
Statistics prove that women are better 
Insurance risks than men as their mor- 
tality" rate Is lower. 


Those prominent in congress affairs 


confidently feel that this convention 
will mark a. new era In the history of 
fraternal societies and will see the per- 
petuation of the great system found- 
ed on the principles of the brotherhood 
Of man.

children killed by automobiles on the 
public streets, it may eventually be 
found necessary to pass an ordinance 
.imposing a penalty 
for parents 
or 


guardians who permit children under, 
say five years of age, to be unguard- 
ed on the streets or highways. 


While much blame is laid at 
the 


door of reckless drivers for fatal ac- 
cidents, 
it must be 
admitted 
that 


parents who allow children of tender 
years 
to play 
ad libitum 
on 
the 


streets, are still more reckless and 
that they, rather than the drivers, are 
responsible for most of the accidents 
in which children are killed or maimed. 


The public street 
is not n public 


playground; and judging from the ex- 
tent lo which it is used as a play- 
ground, 
the 
wonder 
is 
that 
the 


fatal accidents are not more numerous. 


The reports of inquests in such fa- 


talities very seldom show that the op- 
erators of the automobiles were guilly 
of criminal negligen ;e.

For this reason every spot of un-

Thej 
are alt life sav rs and health givers 
which should be provided a.s tho first 
step towards greater protection to tho 
young.

unfitted 
to operate 
an 
automobile. 


The members of the 
board havo no 


•way of knowing who is fit and who 
unfit unless those who do know come 
forward nnd furnish the^ information. 
But thi? I do know—and so does every 
person in "nssachusetts who has been 
interested enough 
in the matter 
to 


acquaint himself with the facts—that 
every license granted to an unfit per- 
son Is revoked the moment the board 
discovers that 
a mistake 
has been 


marie in granting it." 


He then went on to say lhat every 


T>oliceman in the state has it within 
his power .to secure the suspension of 


operation of policemen and police of- 
ficials in matters of lhat kind and will 
iccept without question such officers' 
opinion as to the fitness of any in- 
dividual 10 operate a. car. 
"That does 
not mean, 
by 
any 


means/' he went on, "that the rights 
of the person holding the license are 
to be sacrificed. The board, will pro- 
tect those, just as it will protect the 
policeman. 
It means, though, that if 


a policeman declares that any indivi- 
dual who is licensed to operate an au- 
tomobile is not a fit person to assume 
such responsibility the license will be 
suspended first and the investigation 
must come 
afterward. 
In all other 


cases the 
investigation 
must 
come 


first and suspension 
will depend 
on 


what the result of the inquiry happens 
to be." 


Mr. Sohier said that the reason for 


this discrimination lay in the fact that 
policemen 
aro 
responsible 
persons, 


charged with a duty to the public— 
in the matter of automobile regula- 
tions the responsibility being exactly 
the same as that assumed by the com- 
missioners themselves. 
The policeman 


for this reason 
is absolved from any 


suspicion of spite or bias, which is not 
always tho case with private citizens 
who are willing to make 
complaint 


against neighbors or townsmen. 


Mr. Sohier also said that no public 


officials work 
harder than 
do 
the 


members of the highway commission 
to prevent unfit persons from securing 
license to operate automobiles. They 
work to that end with a great deal of 
success also, he says, if one considers 
the number of 
persons in the state 


licensed to run cars. The percentage 
of unfit persons granted the privilege 
Is almost negligible, ho says, but small 
as it is, efforts aro being made con- 
stantly to reduce it. Co-operation on 
the part of judges and police officials 
with the board, he believes, will ac- 
complish a gread deal 
more toward 


that end than any amount of criticism 
publicly uttered and oftentimes based 
on a misconception of the facts. 


Mr. Sohier refused to comment fur- 


ther than 
that 
on 
Judge Byram's 


statement as published 
in the news- 


papers, but he said he would like to 
make it clear to judges In every part 
of the state that they themselves have 
it within their power, just as the po- 
licemen have, to secure tho suspension 
of any automobilist's license to oper- 
ate a car merely by acquainting the 
highway commissioners with the. facts

COMMITTEE OX WATER WAYS HAS 


PURCHASED NEW BOAT FOR USB 


BY THE POLICE 


The waterways committee has pur- 


chased a new boat to be used for re- 
covering bodies oC persons drowned. 
The boat is a salt water dory type, 
flat bottom and the hind used by the 
metropolitan park system. It will be 
Xept at the police station and the re- 
covery of all bodies in tho iuture will 
be made by the police department as 


is tho custom in all other cities of 
the state. The boat is equipped with 
an anchor; several sets of grappling 
Irons, loner poles with sharp hooks at- 
tached and a waterscope which Is a 
long pipe to be attached to the boat 
and extending into 
the 
water, en- 


abling a person in the boat to locate 
a body lying at the bottom. It is pro- 
posed to havo the boat mounted on a 
pair of wheels and always equipped 
for an emergency call in a drowning 
accident when it will be rushed with 
all possible speed to the scene of the 
accident. 


A lungmotor has been recommend- 


ed by the committee nnd will be re- 
ceived in the near future. New "warn- 
ing" signs are being placed op. the 
posts with e*ch set of the ll(esa.ving 
apparatus already installed about the 
various waterways of the city. 
The 


signs call the public's attention to ar- 
rest and a fine of 520 to he imposed 
upon any person found tampering with 
any part of the apparatus. It also gives 
notice to call the police 
station by 


'phone immediately in case of drown- 
ing when the lungmotor and boat will 
be rushed to the spot In response to 
the call.

BOSTON, 
Aug. 15.— The First Na- 


tional bank summarizes trade condi- 
tions in this part of the country in its 
New England letter as follows: 


Mid-August, usually a time of com- 


paratively low business activity, shows 
no sign of a letup in trade. On tho 
contrary, the lull In placing orders 
which occurred about a month ago has 
vanished and orders are now being 
placed more freely 
than 
for several 


months. This Is particularly true in 
textile lines, especially 
cottons, 
and 


this increased activity in buying has 
been accentuated by the recent gov- 
ernment report, 
on the strength 
of 


which cotton has 
advanced sharply, 


more than a cent a pound. The re- 
port ss of July 25 indicated great de- 
terioration in the 
condition 
of the 


crop, which was given a rating lower 
than in any year In nearly half a cen- 
tury with the exception of the year 
1!")9. 
The government's estimate of 


less than 13,000,000 bales has still fur- 
ther stimulated 
the whole 
industry, 


which was 
already 
in a flourishing 


condition. 


Little need be said of the prosperous 


state of the steel Industry, except to 
note that the unfilled 
orders of 
the 


steel corporation for the fifth consecu- 
tive month are reported to be moro 
than 3,000,000 tons, and the earnings 
for the past quarter were more than 
$80,000,000. Whereas, three weeks ago. 
steel buying distinctly fell off, a new 
and tremendously strong buying move- 
ment has now set in. In all this great 
activity, shortage of labor is the out- 
standing feature. 
Higher and higher 


prices are being paid for labor, with 
the net result 
of 'shifting 
workmen 


from one industry 
to another. 
One 


factor affecting this situation 
the 


check In immigration, 
which auto- 


matically stopped when the war be- 
gan. 
Prior to the war

than 


1.000,000 immigrants were entering, the 
country each year through New York 
alone. 
Since the war began the ar- 


rivals have been cut down to less than 
200,000 per annum, and this intlow has 
been more than over-balanced by de- 
partures. 
The war, therefore, would 


seem to have cut oft from our normal 
labor supply more than 1,000.000 peo- 
ple.
